COLUMBUS (£> — Labor leaders 
preoccupied with 
lambasting 
a 
Senate “ right to work” bill discov­ 
ered a surprise package in the 
House today as Ohio legislators re­ 
turned for their 10th week. 
Rep. Elton Rile (R Madison) 
inserted far-reaching new matter 
in his bill to extend a political 
activity ban on business firms to 
labor organizations. 
“This measure will make union 
members politically free,” Rile as­ 
serted. 
The proposal slated for commit­ 
tee hearing tomorrow' includes this 
language: 
“ No applicant for employment 
or no employe shall be required to 
join a political organization or to 
maintain membership in a politic­ 
al organization as a requisite to 
the obtaining or the retaining of 
employment. 
“No organzation in which pay­ 
ments or dues are required as a 
condition of employment shall di- 
rectlv or indirectly contribute mon- j 
ey, property or services to, or in 
aid of, any political organization or 
candidate for political office. 
* * * 
“NO SUCH organization or no of­ 
ficer, member or agent of such or- ; 
ganization shall solicit or receive 
money, property or services from 
other members of the organization 
for political activity.” 
Rile said his measure would not 
prevent political activity by union 
members as individuals. The bill, 
he explained, 
would 
place 
the 
same restrictions on labor unions 
as those now imposed by law on 
business organizations. 
The proposal carries penalties 
for violations ranging to a $5,000 
fine and a year in jail. Employes | 
or job applicants could sue in court 
for twice their losses caused by 
violation of the proposed law. 
At Senate committee hearings 
last week, CIO and AFL spokes- 
men attacked a bill labeled by 
Sen. 
Robert

Pollock 
(R. 
Stark), its sponsor, as a “right 
to work” measure. The proposal 
would outlaw union shop con­ 
tracts requiring workers to join 
and maintain membership in un­ 
ions.

ARTICLE ONE—Name 
Section I. The name of this or­ 
ganization shall be the Pickaway 
County Community Fund, Inc.

TW O — Objectives, 
Purposes and Guiding Principles. 
Section I. The Community Fund 
shall be strictly and solely a fund 
raising organization, the objectives 
and guiding principles of w h i c h 
are: 
(a) To provide a means through 
which contributions can be made 
annually in one gift or pledge to ap­ 
proved cooperating health and wel­ 
fare organizations functioning in 
Pickaway County. 
(b) To reduce the expense of 
raising funds through a coopera­ 
tive appeal. 
(c) To conserve manpower by 
the elimination of duplication of 
time and effort required of volun­ 
teers who would otherwise plan and 
solicit in separate appeals. 
(d) To reduce the annoyance 
and confusion of multiple sepa­ 
rate fund raising efforts. 
(e) To maintain an open door 
policy w'hich will permit the inclu- 
sion of additional eligible fund rais­ 
ing appeals which may be created 
and desire to cooperate in the Com­ 
munity Fund. 
(f) Realizing its resonsibility 
to the public and business organ* 
izations which provide the sup­ 
port to finance the private health 
and welfare programs in Pick­ 
away County, and being mindful 
of the varying capacity of indi­ 
viduals and organizations to fi­ 
nance such activities, it shall be 
a guiding principle of the Com­ 
munity Fund of Pickaway Coun­ 
ty to admit to membership only 
those organizations which, hav­ 
ing the same responsibility to the 
giving public, will at all times

(i) The Pickaway County Com 
munity Fund.

J ust look at Albert Ein­ 
stein. He’s got brains and hair, 
too! 
Actually, your mate's bald spot 
might just be a sign tha t he has 
taken poor care of his hair. Then, 
too, it might be a carry-ov er from 
another member of his family, 
usually his mother’s father. For 
both the care of the hair, and 
heredity, apparently play an Im­ 
porta nt pa rt in determ ining 
whether or not a person will be­ 
come bald. 
Emotional Dam a ge 
The loss of hair causes more 


there isn't much men can do. Se­ 
nile baldness, probably the most 
common type, comes either pre­ 
maturely, or with age. 
Despite its name, senile bald­ 
ness usually begins fairly early in 
life. If you are going to be bald, 
you probably v in notice your hair 
beginning to thin by the time 
you’re 30. If you’re not pretty 
bald by the time you’re 50. you’re 
likely to keep that mop of hair 
for quite a while. 
Sequence of Ev ents 
While we doctors can giv e you 
no definite cause, or cure, for this 
type of baldness, we do know 
many factors which contribute to 
the loss of the hair. And, we 
know the sequence of ev ents lead­ 
ing up to baldness. 
Between your skull and skin 
you hav e a thick layer of fat. The 
skin is loosely attached to this 
layer and mov es freely. As you 
grow older, the layer becomes 
thinner. At the same time, the 
scalp becomes more firmly fa s­ 
tened to the skull and the skin 
becomes more taut. The scalp 
becomes more dense in structure 
and more fibrous, and as it tight­ 
ens, the hair follicles, or roots, 
shrink gradually until they fi­ 
nally disappear and are replaced 
by fibrous tissue.

As I read their pro-fluoridation article, 
my hackles rose and I said to myself that 
apparently nobody knows whether t h i s 
thing is really good or bad except for small 
children and why not buy it in a drugstore. 
I have since discovered that I have paid 
cash money to a dentist to do it on my chil­ 
dren out of a bottle. In fact, a study on the 
use of Stannous Fluoride dentifrice ap­ 
pears in the Journal of the American Den­ 
tal Society for February. 
Having said such things to m y s e l f , I 
though that maybe I would share my 
thoughts with my gentle readers, when lo 
and behold! upon my head fell a mountain 
of literature, pro and con, articles signed 
by physicians and dentists who favored 
and opposed fluoridation and even more 
m aterial from those who join movements 
and become fanatical about them, no m at­ 
ter on which side. 
I have now gone through this accumula­ 
tion of literature, first having thrown away 
all the duplicates. What I discover is this: 
1. Fluoridation is good for children up to 
their eighth year; 
2. It can be done out of a bottle bought 
in a drugstore by dentists and is so being 
done; 
3. It does not help adults much if at all; 
4. The dental profession is not IOO per­ 
cent in favor of fluoridating drinking water 
to lessen the dangers of caries, which is 
fancy talk for a cavity; some dentists say 
that the arguments for it are non-conclu- 
sive; others say, “What do you know about 
it, you aren’t a dentist?” 
5. Nobody denies that fluorides in water, 
even in small quantities, can affect t h e 
kidneys adversely and can later in l i f e 
show up id kidney stones; the pros take the 
position that the quantity used in drinking 
water is so small that the danger is not 
worthy of consideration. Still, if you get a 
kidney stone, you would know that it hurts 
and can cause great damage; 
6. Nobody bothers about the citizen who 
is allergic to the stuff; perhaps he w i l l 
qfcrink bottled water or gin. When I go to 
Chicago, for instance, I order bottled wa­ 
ter from Wisconsin because the taste of 
Chicago water upsets my digestion. B u t 
what does the fellow do who has no expense 
account? 
7. Fluoridation at the reservoir does not 
control the dosage; a child who drinks IO 
glasses of water a day, gets five times the 
dosage of one who drinks two glasses a 
day. 
This about sums it up. I have talked to a 
number of distinguished dentists a b o u t 
fluoridation. What impressed me most is 
that they object to being quoted pro or con. 
They say it is unethical for them to express 
an honest opinion as citizens about a m at­ 
ter which involves the taxpayers’ money, 
because they may only ethically express 
themselves through learned journals.

NO matter what your husband 
says, Madam, that shiny bald 
pate of his isn’t a sign of intelli­ 
gence. Just look at Albert Ein­ 
stein. He’s got brains and hair, 
too! 
Actually, your m ate’s bald spot 
m ight just be a sign that he has 
taken poor care of his hair. Then, 
too, it might be a carry-over from 
another member of his family, 
usually his m other’s father. For 
both the care of the hair, and 
heredity, apparently play an im ­ 
p o rtan t part in d eterm in in g 
whether or not a person will be­ 
come bald. 
Emotional Damage 
The loss of hair causes more 
emotional damage than actual 
physical injury. 
A great many bald men, as you 
well know, are extremely touchy j 
about the subject. Others accept* 
the condition goodnaturedly, and I 
openly joke about their shiny 
heads. Yet I doubt whether a 
single one of 
them 
wouldn’t 
gladly trade his most prized pos­ 
session for a full head of hair. 
Scientifically, we call this dis­ 
aster alopecia. There are many 
types of alopecia, and, In some of; 
them , the chances of covering the 
bald spot aith freshly grown hair 
are pretty good. 
For senile baldness, however. 


there tsn’t much men can do. Se­ 
nile baldness, probably the most 
common type, comes either pre­ 
maturely, or with age. 
Despite its name, senile bald­ 
ness usually begins fairly early in 
life. If you are going to be bald, 
you probably will notice your hair 
beginning to thin by the time 
you’re 30. If you’re not pretty 
bald by the time you’re 50. you’re 
likely to keep that mop of hair 
for quite a while. 


Sequence of Events 
While we doctors can give you 
no definite cause, or cure, for this 
type of baldness, we do know 
many factors which contribute to 
the loss of the hair. And, we 
know the sequence of events lead­ 
ing up to baldness. 
Between your skull and skin 
you have a thick layer of fat. The 
skin is loosely attached to this 
layer and moves freely. As you 
grow older, the layer becomes 
thinner. At the same time, the 
scalp becomes more firmly fas­ 
tened to the skull and the skin 
becomes more taut. 
The scalp 
becomes more dense in structure 
and more fibrous, and as it tight­ 
ens, the hair follicles, or roots, 
shrink gradually until they fi­ 
nally disappear and are replaced 
by fibrous tissue. 
As these changes occur, the 
hair becomes thinner on the top 
of your head. Eventually, there 
may be nothing left but a glisten­ 
ing, tightly-drawn head of skin.

COLUMBUS, Ohio Cd*—Demand 
for a com paratively ra re elem ent 
called germ anium has stepped up 
activity in a statew ide search for 
the m ineral by geologists and other 
prospectors. 
According to Russell A. Brant, 
assistant head of the coal section 
in the State Division of Geological 
Survey, germ anium has been dis­ 
covered lately in some of Ohio’s 
coal deposits. 
In appearance, germ anium looks 
like a piece of pure iron, having 
silver 
grey 
color 
and 
m etallic 
luster — but weighing somewhat 
less than iron. 
W inkler, a Germ an scientist, iso­ 


lated the m etal from one of the 
germ anium m inerals in 1886 and 
nam ed the new elem ent in honor of 
his country. 
Just how the germ anium m ineral 
occurs in coal is not yet under­ 
stood, but geologists believe ii is 
combined as a m etal-organic com­ 
pound that is part of the coal. 
Until recently, the principal use 
of germ anium has been in the pro­ 
duction of tarnish - proof m irrors. 
Chief use of the m etal today is in 
a 
device 
known 
as the 
“ tra n ­ 
sistor.’ This device has application 
in electronics, and in many ways 
is superior to the vacuum tube 
utilized in the past. 
The 
heart of 
the transistor, 
simple in design, is a portion of 
a germ anium crystal. A great de­ 
mand for things electronic 
and 
especially the transistor has re­ 
sulted in a nation-wide search for 
sources of the elem ent. 
Designers of electronic circuits 
and sim ilar devices envision m any 
new uses for the transistor. 
H earing aids, 
using the tran ­ 
sistor, take up only a fraction of 
the space used by the old tube 
models. Such aids are already on 
the m arket. 
The two-way w rist radio pictured 
in the “ Dick T racy” comic strip 
now is a definite possibility. 
The transistor does the work of 
a vacuum tube, is shockproof, re­ 
quires only a sm all fraction of the 
space, and needs only a negligible, 
but im portant, am ount of electrical 
power to operate. 
B rant says the transistor offers 
a wide variety of possibilities in 
m ilitary advancem ent such a guid­ 
ed missiles, lighter radar equip­ 
m ent for aircraft, m idget walkie- 
talkies for the frontline soldier and 
m any Other applications. He says 
new' applications are certain to be 
found. 
G erm anium 
m inerals or com ­ 
pounds probably are w idespread, 
but spread mostly thin, said B rant. 
Some germ anium m inerals are 
found in the ores of zinc, lead and 
silver. Another source of the ele­ 
m ent is in coal beds. 
Ohio does not have heavy m etal 
deposits but does have coal, some 
of which appears in certain places 
to have appreciable quantities of 
germ anium . 
With the advent of the transistor, 
the U. S. Geological Survey has 
been exploring for the occurrence 
of 
this 
elem ent 
in 
appreciable 
quantity in coal. 
Sam ples from nearly all U. S. 
coal fields have beer, tested for 
germ anium and other rare ele­ 
ments. Brant says certain sam ples 
from Ohio have shown some of the 
highest yields. 
The search for germ anium re ­ 
quires expensive equipm ent as well 
as qualified men to make analyses. 
Close cooperation between chem ist 
and geologist is necessary to suc­ 
cessfully evaluate results of the 
analyses. 
If it is finally proved germanium 
is present in some of the Ohio 
coal in economic quantity, Brant 
says it m ay m ean the coal beds 
will be selectively mined in order 
to separate the higher germanium 
content portion. 
He says this will not likely be a 
difficult 
technique, 
at 
least 
in 
stripping operations.
